— The Government of India have re- 
ceived ihc Administration Report of the Visakhapatnam Port 
for the year 1967-68. The following aro the noteworthy 
features tn the Report 

1. FINANCIAL RESULTS : 

(a) Port Fund : The revenue recefpts of the port (exclud- 
ing the Pilotage Account and Special receipts) during the 
year 1967-68. were Rs. 575,19 lakhs as compared with 
Rs. 506.76 lakhs during the year 1966-67. The Increase in 
income was mainly due to increase in the export of Iron and 
Steel material including railway material and ores. 

T he expenditure (excluding contribution to Revenue 
Reserve and Depreciation Funds) during the year under 
review was Rs. 374.27 lakhs as against Rs. 322.11 lakhs in 
1966-67. The increase was mainly due to higher expendi- 
ture on establishment and increase in maintenance cost. 

(b) Pilotage Account : The gross income and expenditure 
•under the Pilotage Account during 1967-68 was Rs. 5.89 
lakhs and Rs. 3.38 lakhs, respectively, 

(c) Reserve Funds ; The position with regard to the 
balances in the various funds at the end of the year was 
satisfactory. A sum of Rs. 30 lakhs was contributed to 
Cnpital Account from the Revenue Reserve Fund.

The exports during the veai 1967-68 amounted to 40,93 
lakh tonnes as against 37,1/ lakh tonnes in the previous 
year.

(b) Shipping : The number of foreign-going vessels, which 
entered the -port during 1967-68 was 528 with a total tonnage 
of 29.21,948. The corresponding figures for the previous 
year were 539 and 30,00.398. As regards coastal vessels, 
62 of them with a total tonnage of 2,77.329 visited the port 
during the year as against 107 with a total tonnage of 4,46,758 
during 1966-67.
